IT IS BAD FOR CAMPBELL 


Although Once Confirmed, He May 
Lose the Marshalship of 
Minnesota. 


Treasury Officials on the Trade Situa- 
tion—The Ravages of Phyl- 
loxera. ° 


The Ohicago District-Attornegship — Mr. 
Eaton Goes Today— Ihe Mackin 
Case. 


Wasnrneton, D. C., Feb. 28,—[Special.] 
—Two weeks ago the President appointed a 
Marshal for Minnesota to succeed a good Re- 
publican whose term expired Feb. 20. As, 
under the law, there would be no Marshal that 
date unless Mr. Campbell, the Democrat ap- 
poiuted, was confirmed, the Senate confirmed 
bim promptly, together with Frank, the Cali- 
fornia Marshal, whose predecessor's term also 
expired Feb. 20. Neither case received much 
attention in the Judiciary Committee, and the 
full committee did not give any time to them 
more ti an to refer them to a sub-committee, 
consisting of the Senators from Minnesota 
in the case of Campbell and from 
California in the other case. Charges bad been 
made against Campbell before his appoint- 
ment, but Mr. Gariand threw them io the fre- 
place as frivolous and sent bis name over to 
the Presideat. These charges in more specific 
form have now been sent to Senator Edmunds, 
and upon bis motion Campbell's confirmation 
bas been recalled and the Department of Jus- 
tice notified that, as Mr. Campbell's nomina- 
tion is to be reconsidered, no commission 
should be issued to him. The charges 
against Campbell are that he has tor 
years been a professional lobbyist in 
the Minnesota Legislature; that he 
is an offensive partisan, and that he has on 
more than one occasion been disloyal to the 
party, while bis connection with the sale of the 
Mankato & St. Cloud Railroad, by Which many 
farmers and innocent stockholders were 
wronged, is a blot ow bis reputation for honesty 
and integrity. These charges are made by 
Democrats, and are supposed to emanate from 
Ignatius Donneliy, who defeated Campbell over- 
wheilmingly for the nomination for Congress 
in 1884 in the Third Minnesota District, and 
thereby earned Campbell. b increasing bostility, 
to which, possibly. lenatius owes his failure to 
be appointed Surveyor-General in spite of Sec- 
retary Lamar’s recommendation in bis behalt. 
The acht is really between Donnelly and Jim 
Hill, the millionaire President of the Manitoba 
Railroad. Both expect Minnesota to become a 


Democratic State in the near future, and both 
want an election to the United States Senate in 
that event. By Mr. Wonneily’s change of 
venue this case is now in Judge Edmunds’ 
court. In the meantime Justice Miller, aceord- 
ing to the law in such eases provided, has ap- 
pointed Marshal Denny, the old Repub- 
lican incumbent, as Marsbal ad inter- 
im. Whether the Administration will 
concede that the Senate can recall its action in 
confirming Campbell is a question that will be 
answered in due time. It is certainly an inter- 
esting addition to the complicated state ot re- 
lations between the Seaate and the White 
House. Pat Kelly, the St. Paul merchant, who 
represents his State on the Democratic Na- 
tonal Committee, is apparently the most ex: 
cited man over the affair. He telegraphed 
Senator McMillan today that the action of the 
Senate in recalling Campbell's contirmation 
was “an ſhsult and an outrage to every citizen 
of the State, Repubiican or Democrat.”

The Treasury officials are confident in the 
assertion that there are strong indications of a 
revival of business. They notice this in many 
quarters, dnd are particuiarly encouraged by 
tbe prospect of improvement of the iron trade, 
which, they say, is the most hopeful! indication 
of all. They suy that a great deal of 4ppreben- 
sion prevailed in some quarters in regard to 
Morrison's tariff-tinkering, but now that bis 
bili bas been announced and everybody sees 
that it is not so radical as it was ex- 
pected to be, the relief is immediateiys 


felt. A good deal of the alleged depression 


came from the iow prices and siow movement 
of the crops. Many speculators who held for a 
rise have been bady pinched, and it is thought 
that beavy saies will now take place soon. The 
amount of business dune last week as com- 
pared with that of the same week in 1885 is said 
to sbow quite a bope ul increase in many direc- 
tions. The great money centres, of course, 
feel this imorovement first, but it is believea 


here that business will move off lively with the 


spring openmg.

A report has been received at the State 
Department from James W. Siler, Usited 
States Consul at Cape Town, which is quite im- 
portant as bearing upon the question of how 
the phylioxera is introduced into regions 
where the pest has pever raged before. Mr. 
Siler says that the vine was first introduced 
into Cape Colony 200 years ago, and of late 
years the wine business had assumed such p 
portions as to be the mainstay of the agricult- 
ural population. It is the only means of 
livelihood for thousands of people. 
These people are now all threatened 
with ruin. It is said that this is not the fault 
of the authorities in any sense, as they have 
done everything possibie to protect the colony 
against the pest. They bave gone so far as to 
pass a law prohibiting the importation of any 
blant-bulbs, fearing that there might be some 
of the germsof the dread phyrloxe:a imported 
inthis wav. A Ministry that permitted the 
importation of flower-bulbs was immediately 
voted down. A commission has been appoint- 
ed to carefully investigate the causes that 
have brought about the pest and to destroy all 
affected vines. When it is remembered that 
Cape Town is twenty days by steam from any 
country where pbylloxera bas ever appeared 
before itwould seem that no country is safe 
from its dreaded ravages.

WILL BLOOD BE SHED? 


Extensive Preparations to Open the 
McOormick Reaper Works 
This Morning. 


Three Hundred and Fifty Policemen 
Detailed for Duty on the | 
Ground. 


The Instructions to the Office Rumors 
that the Union Men Will 
Interfere. 


What is known as the McCormick lockout 
promises to be in many of its features a noted 
one and pregnant with instruction for both 
employer and employé. It will be fortunate if 
its ending comes without riot and bloodshed, 
which nows looks probable, notwithstanding 
the growing bitterness, The thorough and de- 
tor mined preparations of the police seem suf- 


notent to guarantee the maintenance of law 


and order sbould any disposition to violate 
them appear. For so large a lockout the dis 
cussions and relations between the reaper com- 
paoy and its workmen have so far been of a 
most thoughtful and peaceful character. This 


y condition was due to the evident kindly dispo- 


sition of the McUormick Company and the 
common sense and moderation which have 
characterized tne men from the start. Many 
meotings and consultations were held, all end- 
ing in failures, but none in aager or hostility, 
Within the last few days, however, a change 
in feelings and sympathies has been growing, 
Hundreds of the men who have families to 
support bave feit the need of théir weekiy 
wages, and their devotion to the union de 
creased with the scant provisions in their lard- 
ers and their daily increasing inability to 
replenish sgeir vanishing stores. While at 
work and witd a big pay-roll to depend upon, 
they felt lordiy and independent and ready 
for acontest with the huge company; but ag 
their little savings have vanished they now 

realize that they are but mere proiétaires after 
all—struggiers who depend tor their daily 
bread on their daily toil. The recognition of 
this fact bas forced many of them to the 


“clusion that a further striggie was vain 


meant want and hunger. The consequent 
suit was a determination to resume work and 
their former relations with the reaper com- 
pany. But to ao this was to forget their duty 
and reiations to the labor union to which 
belonged, They bad to choose, and hun 

of them did by agreeing, Saturday last, go 
to work this morning. ut other hundreds of 
the employés and uniofiists huve resolved to 
stay Out until the company agrees to certain 
condicdons. 


THE POLICE WILL BE THERE. 

This dissension in the ranks of the men bas 
naturally produced feelings so bitter that it is 
feared when a portion of the strikers go to 
work this marning they will be attacked by the 
meu who refuse the terms offered. This dread 
is so strong, and especially among the men 
ready to go to work, that the police force have 
concluded to take an active hand and see to it 
that anytbing in the shape of coercion or dis- 
order shall be promptiy and vigorously sup- 
pressed. With this purpose, and to make ar- 
rangements for its thorough carrying out, a 
meeting was held in the Central Station last 
evening of the commanding  olficers 
and all the detectives of every precinct 
and police station in the oity. When 
assembled they were addressed by Chief 
Ebersold and inspector bunfleld, who ex- 
plained the object and purpose of calling them 
together. The inspector then read to them the 
following. secuon of the criminal code of the 
Revised Statutes, which they were told should 
control their line of action: 

SEC. 253. When twelve or more persons, any ot 
them armed with clubs or dangerous weapons, or 
thirty or more, armed or unarmed, are unlawfully, | 
riotously, or tumultuously assembied ia any city,., 
village, or town, it shall be the duty of each of the 
municipal officers, constabies, and Justices of the 
Peace thereof, and of the Sheriff of the county and 
his depaties, to go amoug the persons 80 assem- 
bied, or as neur to them as they can safely go, and | 
in the name of the State command them to immedi- 
ately and peacefully disperse; and if they do not 
obey, such officers shall command the assistance of 
all persons present in arresting and securing the 
persons o uaolawfuily assembied; d every per- 
son refusing to disperse or to assist as aforesaid 


shall be deemed one of such uniawful assembly, | 


and shall be fined not exceeding $500, and confined 
in the county jail not exceeding ode year; and 
each such officer having notice of such unlawful 
assembly. and-refusing or neglecting to do his duty 
in relation thereto, as aforesaid, shail be flued not 
exceeding $200. 

GETTING THEIR INSTRUCTIONS. 

Atter the true luwardness , of this section 
was fully commented upon and thoroughly 
comprehended by those present the chief then 
ordered that a detail of 200 uniformed men, to 
be selected from the different precincts, ex- 
clusive of the Tuird, be ou hand this morning. 
This force in addition to the officers of the 
Third Precinet will make, altogether, a com- 
mand of 350 uniformed men. In addition to 
these the entire detective force of the depart- 
ment, from all the stations, were instructed to 
be on band, in citizen's clotnes. ‘heir duty, 
they were told, was to mingle among the péo- 
pie and crowds, aote every action and word, 
and hide their identity us thoroughly as pos- 
sible unless an urgeut necessity to make an 
arrest or prevent an attempt at disorder should 
arise; then they were to manifest their of- 
ficial authority and assert themselves. Sup- 
plementary to the above steps and precauuons 
Inspector Bonfleldoid Taz TRiBUNE reporter 
that arrangements bad been perfected dy the 
department by which an additional force of 
500 men could be burried to the soene of any 
actual or anticipated disorderiy movement in | 
less than forty-five minutes. The detail of 
uniformed police were instructed to assembie 
at the Hinman Street Station between 5 and 6 
o' lock this morning, where Capt. O Donnell 
will take command and give such further in- 
structions as tne situation may require. They 
will then march to the vicinity of the reaper 
works, 

The metalworkers of McCormick's factory 
beid a meeting yesterday afternoon at Goerke's 
Hall, corner Blue Island avenue and Twentieth 
street. About $300 was disbursed among 226 
members, each member getting funds with 
which to supply his immediate wants, the men 
with families of course getting the bulk of the 
amount. The following dispatch was received 
from the bxecutive Board of the Metalwork- 
ere’ Union in New York: 

Stand firm. Money will be there in 5 few days, 
and more after. 

The men decided to stand firm. A member 
of the union said that the Central Labor Union 
of New York bad taken action in regard to the 
lockout apd requested ail ynions to give the 
locked-out men their hearty support, moraliy 
and financially.

HISTORY OF THE VICTIMS OF THE §T. PAUL 
TRAGEDY—A WIFE AND A TOO FOND * 
SICIAN, 

ALBANY, N. T., Feb. 28.—[{Special.)]—Mrs. 
Theodore P. Rich, who was murdered by her 
husband in St. Paul, Mino., Saturday night, 
was a daughter of the late Henry Smith, at one 
time Speaker ot the State Assembi; and for 
yearsa leading member of the Albany bar. 
She was an attractive, dashing woman, whose 
escapades have frequently caused much trou 
ia ber family. She and Mr. Rich were married 
in 1876 and have since resided at Cobieskill. 
She had previously been divorced from her 
first husband, Frank Trimble, a son 
of John M. Trimble, well known 
in New York and Albany years ago 
as an architect and theatrical manager. It was 
whispered at the time that the divorce was pro- 
cured solely that she might marry Mr. Rich, 
who bad won ber affections from ber spouse, 
and afver a few years ber domestic reiations 
with der second busband became strained and 
a separation was considered. He is said to be 
a man of extravagant and loose business hab- 
its, who tried to squander Mrs. Kich’s hand- 
some property, amounting to $75,000. Last 
fall his unsuccessful efforts to secure the Dem- 
ocratic nominadon for member of Assembly 
cost ber about $5,000.

AN IMMENSE AUDIENCE GREETS HIM AT 
THE CASINO. 

The opening service of Sam Jones’ Gospel 
campeigy on the South Side drew to the Casino 
Rink at 8 p. m. yesterday a gathering esti- 
mated at considerably over 5,000. Neaciy 
every seat in the vast hall was filled, and at 
some points considerable numbers stood in the 
aisies. As the audience assembied the choir, 
nembering about 150, under the jeadership ot 


Senge” of Satkey and McGranahan. The 
music was accompanied by a cornet and Amer 
jean organ, and though the treble was rather 
strong for the other parts the general effect 
was pleasing and satisfactory. Large banners 
with such texts as **Jesus Only,” “I Am the 
Way,” “I Am the Life, »I Am the Light of 
the World,” “I Am the Rose of Sharon.“ 
“Ged Is Love” “Pray Without Ceasing,”’ 
“ Behold How Good and How Pleasant It Is 
for Brethren to Dwell in Unity,” adorned 
the walle and front of the balcony. The 
beating of the building for such a cold day as 
yesterday was hardly batisfactory, for, while 
those in the balcony got rather a bigher tem- 
perature than was desirable from the steam 
coils, the preachers, choir, and newspaper men 
around the platform found it necessary to keep 
pretty closely muffled up in teig winter wraps. 
The Rev: Dr. Barrows, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church. presided, and he was 
supported on the platform by the Rev. 8. J. 
McPherson, the Rev. Dr. Scudder, che Rev. 
Dr. Lerimer, the Rev. Luke Hitcboock, the 
Hon. and the Rev. Mn Moreton, the Rev. R. 
W. Biand, the Rey. Dr. Jobn Alabaster, the 


Rev. F. Hardin, Joseph 8. Smithson, Mesers. 
Sherwood and Underwood of the Finance Com- 
mittee, Solomon Thateher end Mr. D. W. 
Toatcher of Lake Forest. and T. W. Harvey. Sam 
Small and bie anti-tobacco assailant, Florence 
McCartay (who, by the way, came ia fora 
pretty pungent piece of Sam Jones’ rbetoric), 
aiso occupied seats on the plattform. 
Among the audience were Bisbop Merri!i and 
Editor.Edwards of the Northw stern Advocate. 
while among those in the private boxes were 
Gen. Brown, D. W. Irwin, J. J. Bisseil, Mr. 
Busby, the families of Joseph 8. Smithson, T. 
W. Harvey, and others. The targe staff of 
ushers under the ubie command of C. H. Hor 
ton and Carl Young rendered efficient service 
in s@ating the crowds fa ua noleéiess and expe- 
ditious manner. The audience, which was 
largely composed of vburch members from the 
various South Side churcnes, was earnest and 
appreciat'Ve, and the immense sea of eager 
faces must have been very gratifying to ite 
evangelisis and the pastors and lay men who 
bave organized the wovement. Though ali 
ages, sexes, and conditions were represented, 
men were in a large majority; and these chiefly 
of the most solid type of i Obicago 
citizeos. Tue rink proved an excel 
lent auditorium, ior, though when Mr. 
Jones let bis voice sink to nearly a whisper, it 
failed to travel to the outside rows of the 
promenade and baiconoy, at all other tines it 
was clearly heard all over the building. 

A few minutes after 8 o'clock the Rev. Dr. 
Barrows stepped to the frontof the rostrum 
arid invited all, in recognition of God's good 
ness, to sing Pruise God, from Whom all biess- 
ings flow.” The grand old doxology peaied out 
in a noble Volume of sound from the immense 
throng. and when its lat notes died away the 
choir took up the hymna‘ We Pra se Thee, 0 
God, for the Son of Thy Love.“ “Take the 
Name of Jesus with Tou and “ Wbescever 
Willi” were then sung in succession by the 
audience, after which the Rev. Dr. Lorimer 
read in a clear, fmpresstve tone the story of

keynote of evangelists, pasturs, ana workers 

during the whole movement. Capt. Moreton 

fol.owed witt the announcements of the com- 

ing meetings, and intimated that the coliectivn 
would now be taken up. 

The Rev. Dr. Barrows then said: No formal 
introducdon is needed for the Rev. Mr. Jones, 
whose pungent words are now iamiliar to the 
whole country. He comes into an atmosphere 
of prayer, Christian love, and activity, and will 
have the cordial eoOperation of great muiti- 
tudes of Christians. I now take pleasure im in- 
troducing to you the Rey. Samuel P. Jones, 
who wili preach to us ibis afternoon.” 

As Sam Jones stepped to the front of the 
platiorm, his tall, siim figure, dark piercing 
eyes, firm set lips, and plain, simpe at- 
tite weie eagerly scanned by thousands of 
inquiring eyes. it goes without saying that 
bis easy. unpretentious seif-possession soon 
won bim the entire confidence of his audience, 
whieh be held without one flagging moment 
till the last sentence of bis discourse. But t- 
tie of the prouounced nasal Southern accent 
and idioms with which Mr. Jones is credited 
was observable in the open portion of bis 
discourse, but as be warmed up to bis subject 
his speech ** bewrayed"’ bim, and the evangei- 
ist of the South was talking to the people of 
Chicago. Siang in the strictest, accepted sense 
of the word was conspicuousiy absent, but 
plain, pungent, and familiar phraseology, 
within the comprehension of every one pres- 
ent, was there in abundance. Nota word was 
spoken that could reasonably offend the most 
sensitive listener, and the hearty way in 
which. the clergy ana people alike received 
each eally of wit, wisdom, or humor showed 
that Sam Jones was emiuentiy a preacher who 


Well, they sar. How can sou denounce | could appeal to the intelligence and emotions 


of the peopie without in the least outragung 
tne strictest lines of propriety. The laughter 
created by his humorous sailies was of a thor- 
oughly heathy ebaracter, and the applause 
teodered to his scathmg denunciauons of 
evil, meanness, and hypocrisy showed that the 
seutiment of the religious and moral commu- 
nity was entirely with aim. Mr. Jones, like 
al most every other public speaker, has a iew 
prevailing gestures and mannerisms in bis de- 
livery. One favorit position is to toy with his 
watchchain while he talks easily and familiarly 
to the people; another is, to stand with nis 
right hand in his pocket, while be “suits the 
action to the word with bis left; but the 
most observadle of all is when he runs bis 
fingers through his obstwute foréiock, 
and, drawing his hand over his face, 
winds up, after a pause, with 4 
“Naow”™ or Hean that @rreats attention 
and introduces i.e next period. There is 
nothing pretentious or rbetwrical about his 
style. He speaks as quictiy, composedis, and 
familiarly as if he were taiking toa few friends 
in au ordinary conversation, never giving way 
to ranting or shouting. The bab:tual drop- 
ping of bis gs at the end of words ending 
in ing, the oceasional use of don't in the 
third perso, and the ever-recurring Southern 
“done” b fore the past participle are a few 
of the perhaps unconscious idioms of his 
speech. His bright, piercing ey>, that kindiles 
wit a pleasant smile as each point of humor 
escapes his mouth, has a contagious effect on 
bis auditors, and hi personal manetism is 
immetise.

The 
grandest man in Chicago is the most unselfish 
man ia Chieago. I don't care who be ia, where 
he lives, how much he is worth, or bow little he 
is worth; bow od he is or how young, the 
grandest man in this eit y is the man who cares 
the leust for himself and the most for God and 
for others.

The first duty of every Christian man is to 
get bimself out of the way end. then look to 
others.

It doescnot read, 
“Look to yourself; keep yourself straigut,“ 
but it says, Look out for others, keep every- 
body straight,” and your efforte to keep others 
straigot will seép you straigit: Now I 
dare assert it wm my belief this aft- 
ernoon thatin our churchés aii around bere 
we have what we call Our good members and 
our second-rate members. all dos to the 
tenth-rate members.

He says our church is drifting to de- 
struction. Hece is in it monéy-lenders, aad 
there is dances,. Weil, be don't loan any mouer 
at 30 per cent, because be has not got any to 
loan; but you strike bim io a trade, and be 
will ciean vou, up nine times out of ten. 
Famer tia g Now dea's do that (laughing). 
ilke lz I like to see you laugh. But you 
offepd some other brethren. Don't do it, te- 
cause they win not come back., and ve will 
miss them very much—in a horn. Now, here 
ig anether brother. He don't loan his money 
out at interest, and be don't dance, and he 
don't trade sharply, but you eas taxe a demi- 
jous and you migut ride bim into Heil; and I 
tell you, brethren, when you get all our mem- 
bers in the churches and shake them up in a 
bag u will be dificuit to tell which will 
come out frat, the truth about that. I 
am sick of this Way we do. Looking down on 
different brettrea in these churetes and suying 
this man or this other man vught to ve turned 
out. But brethren the next time you see any 


brethrea in the churca or out ot the chureh do- 


img a mean thing, ou stop rigut off and walk 
off and bury your iace im your bands and 
talk to yourself and say, “Am 1 not 
dome like this man does or am Inot do- 
ing something else that is just as mean in the 
sight of God us that man is doing?’’ and it will 
ne p you.

these sinne:s.. What. do you mean by that? 
Because if God were to come down on Ca cugo 
and étrike every backsliding member of tne 
church and every s.nner stone biind, would 
there be enough people in the town to show 
them the way home; tat is the way to talk. 
(Laughter.}] Aud God will never bring con- 
viction on VUhicago till he has enoucu conse- 
crated Christian workers in this town to take 
the hand of these coavictea men and lead up 
to the o oss where they may be saved.

God belp me, 
I am going to preach the 
Christianity; the morals of Christianity; that 
is want we want; and the only defensibie—the 
on y defensibie Christianity that can be pre- 
sented to the world is the practical, etbicai, 
moral Christianity. I will tell you the sort I 
like; that sort of religion that makes Sam 
Jones good to his wife. I like that sort, I 
like that sort that makes me good to 
my cobildren, I like that sort 
that will make me the best neigh- 
bor in my town. 1 like that sort that will make 
me pay a hundred cents on the dollar for every 
debt owe. I like that sort that ill make me 
tell the truth every time my moutu 
flies open. I want a practical. moral 
Christianity, and if I never shout until I get to 
Heaven thank God I can catch up then, for I 
will bave notbing to do but sbout when I get 
there. A sentimental Christianity. Ike that 
fellow shouting at the camp-meeting, and the 
others look sort of astonished at him, and he 
just stopped shouting, but he says: It you 
all don't believe I bave got religion you & 
home and ask my wife, and ask my neighbors; 
they will tell you Ibave got it. I like that sort. 
When a fellow can prove a thing by bis wife 
and bis neighbors he has got it. It is a good 
case. Thatdis the only sort I rely on. 

I like that wife who, when ber husband had 
preached and they came out to criticise bim. 
one said he was a bypocrit, one said one 
tum and another another, and bis wife stood 
there and beard the criticisms, and the tears 
ran down her cheeks, burning their way, al- 
most, and she turned to the ladies and sue 


said: Ladies, if you knew that man like I 1 


kuow bim, you would not nave said that about 
bim: that man 1s my busband, and if you knew 
how bard he did strive to be good, and bow 
much he prayed, and leaned on Cbrist, 
you would not have sad that about 
him.“ 1 don't care if this whole 
universe believe that 1 am a hypocrit; I want 
my wife to stand up at the judgment and say: 
** Lord, I believed him true; be lived it in my 
family; be lived it before me and the children. 
Toat ie the sort of Christianity. Commit your 
way unto Him, not running on sentiment. I 
don't care whether you shout or whether you 
don’t, but I do care whether you live right or 
not; whether yow tell the truth or not; woeth- 
er you pay your debts or not. Now you are 
getting into something practical and 
means something. 
HE LIKES SHOUTING. 

Shout, you cah shout all night for a nickel’s 
worth of kerosene oii to keep a light while you 
are at it. It is the cheapest thing in the world. 
It don't cost anythme to shout, but it does 
costa man something to do his duty as a 
Christian man. I do not object to sbouting. 
I say when you bave got more of the water of 
lite than your cup will hold it will run over 
and around, but let it run over, but don't 
lose any of it. 1 want you to be 
abie to sbout. I like * good 
I have no better sense than

When be would throw bis bead up 
and look back his master would pitch his hana 
in that direction, and the dog would run im- 
mediately that way; and again the master 
would pitch bis finger this way, and the dog 
would run mmediately that way; and then be 
would throw bis hand in tha: direction, and 
the dog would run immediate iy that way, and he 
would pu I his hand towards bim and the dag 
would come to him, and be would bring his 
hand down this way, and the dog would be 
down at his feet. And I looked at the picture 
and thoügut to myself. Lord Jesus Christ, bast 
Thou a servant inthis world that wul obey 
Thee like that dog does his master, and I was 
ashamed of myself in the presence of that dog. 
{Appiause.] That day when we started hunt- 
ing—the trip before that which we took I 
saw a fellow whip his pointer, a pup 
4 months old, back mto the yard—I said, 
“Why don't you let him goalong?”” He said, 
“That dog there isn’t true, and [ don't want 
my pup spoiled. I don't want my pup to get 
into bad company.” You go home and see if 
you will tet your kids go into bad company. 
Win you? That is a bad word—kid. I got that 
up here. Don't forget that. (Loud laughter.) 

Commit it, Commit your way unto God. 
Give yourself unto Him. I tell you the only 
Christianity in this country that is worth the 
nume is that that gives itself, that commits it- 
self to God. Well, I was preaching at Trinity 
Chureb, Atlanta, a year or two ago, and in the 
talk I had spoken of an engine—a jocom “ive 
engine.

THE SECRET OF A CHRISTIAN LIFE. 

Commit your way to God, and the whole 
secret uf a successful, glorious Christian life 
is in committal; itis in consecration, and I 
want to say ‘o you in the last words of this 
service tonight, brethren, I want to say to you 
that if there is a man on this earth that can say, 
* By the grace of God lam wtat lam.“ I reckon 
Jam tne man. The Lord picked me up thir- 
teen years ago, and I tell them sometimes that 
the work of creation bad not stopped up to 
that time, for when the Lord got mel was 
without form and void. re was notning ia 
me. I declare to you I wasa play ed-out case, 
aad the Lord bas heiped me long, and I want to 
say to you this: If I nave ever done a thing or 
accomplished a thmg in this world I owe it to 
this fact: I dare never seen 3 
minute since I was converted that 
God could not wake me up any time in the 
night or take me any minute in the day, I 
never bave seen a moment when God could not 
command every doliar I bad and every drop of 
my Liood, and every passion of wy soul, and 
every facuity of my mind. I baven’t gota 
thing that I want if God wants it, and, brother, 
when you get.alone there the Lord is going to 
show bow he can take the foolish things of this 
world and confound the wise. 

You come out in that territory. Live there:

SAM SMALL, 


A SERMON AT THE CHICAGO AVENUE 
CHURCH LAST NIGHT. 

After a graphic descriotion of the conver 
sion of Saul and the subsequent teachings and 
ministrations of St. Paul, Sam Small said at the 
Chicago Avenue Church last nigut: 

[would mot for my life institute any com- 
parison between St. Paul and myself, except 
that, like bim, I bad been a scoffer and had no 
training for the work of Christ. 

For a long time in my past history, when 1 
was most careless with referenceto my own 
destiny. I knew that there were biddeu impulses 
which were leading me onward to some un- 
known and unconsidered end. Iwoula go to 
hear ministers preach the Gospel in order that 
1 might, in my awn wind and to my own satis- 
faction, tear their theories to pieces,and thereby 
satisfy my vanity that I knew more about 
it than the man who preached tne Gospel. 
In purchasing my library I selected commen- 
taries and such works as I knew the preacher 
uged to expound the Gospel, and I used to read 
therm so that I could detect where the minister 
had made afoolof himself. But while I was 
doing this for one purpose I was being armed 
and equipped for another. I find ali 
the theology and sli the wisdom that 
1 want erystallized in these Scriptures, 
and you and 1 need not go outside 
of them to learn what is our duty to God. We 
are told that it will not do to preach the ojd- 
time Gospel to this enlightened people and in 
this progressive age. Mr. Ingersoll preaches a 
pleasant doctrine to his followers. Why don’t 
they embrace it? Because they know that the 
integrity of the doctrine of Jesus 
Christ cannot be impaired and they 
dare not lay impious hands upon it! 
lf a man wants to enjoy life for seventy years 
and is willing to spend 70,000 years in Hell for 
it, that’s his business; let bim do it. Some 
men pretend to believe that there is no Heil, 
and the new version calls it Sheol. I bave yet 
to jearn that Sheol is a bit colder or more 
pleasant than Heil, and if any man has dis- 
covered this fact it's about time he came for- 
ward. Some Chicago pastors say that they 
would lose their postorates if they did not give 
literary trimmings witb their se:mons and deal 
largely in scientific facts. I believe I bave 
literary ability enough to get up such a sermon, 
but would it have the effect? Men get up and 
preach in nighialutin’ language every Sunday 
and neither themselves nor the congregation 
know whet they are taiking about. The Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ commenced by saving sin- 
ners, and was preached in all its strengtb, sim- 
plicity, and integrity, and we who preach it to- 
day should follow these precepts.”

Three consecutive juries have 
Lrougbt in three consecut.ve verdicts of not 
guilty against saloonkeepers Who actually 
pieaded guilty. The Kefurm Alliance caused 
the arrest of a proprietor on Fourth avenue, 
and hoped to get a fair jury, but the only decent 
man was the, tailor of the defendant, all the 
rest being p cked up on the street. The attor- 
ney rested upon the evidence without making 
an argument, but the counsel for defendant 
quoted a poem of Tom Hood and stigmatized 
the prosecuting wines as aspy and the saloon- 
keeper was acquitted. Until decent-thioking 
men are found tor jures im these cases we 
cannot expect justice and righteousness; 
saioon men want to be tr.ed by their peers 
alone and not by a respectabie body of men. 
The triais are mock trials, and &fter the first 


vut @ jury man approached—a member of the 
Reform Alliance and said that for $150 he 
would tell bim just bow the verdict was 
reached. One of Marshall Fieid'’s saijes- 
men was a prosecuting Witness and 
the saloonkeepers in revenge agreed 
to boycott the firm. Such actions are 
outrageous and a biot upon our civilization.

Thrvugh the result of the recent revivals in 
Cineinnati the Sundaf theatres were last Bun- 
day closed up, and we mer ves for such re- 
su.t here. We bave only 300 churches ar- 
rayed against the 4,000 saioons, 1. 000 brothels, 
and 500 gambiing-dens, but with the churcbes 
are ail right-minded people and the various law 
and o der societies, who tell us that donations 
of $100 now will be worth more than $1,000 in 
six montos from now. We must not sit idly 
down and censure the Mayor and Council for 
being jax; there has been too much apathy and 
indifference, and the time has come for us to 
act.

A NEW PASTOR. 

A good-sized congregation. welcomed the 
Rev. W. H. Moore to bis new pastorate at Cal- 
vary Episcopal Church, Warren and Western 
avenues, yesterday morning. The text was 
taken trom the eigbteenth chapter of the First 
Epistie to the Corinthians and the twenty-fifth 
verse: “Every man that striveth for the mas- 
tery is temperate in all things.’” Tue sermon 
set forth the necessity for preparation for the 
proper observance of Lent, and pointed out the 
hollowness and absurdity of a mere formal 
obedience to rules in the Lenten season with- 
out regard ior tne lesson it taught. Referring 
to bimseif at the close of the sermon 
the reverend speaker said that the occasion 
was one replete with many emotions. 
He stood in the place of one who bad endeared 
hiniself to the congregation in the tender min- 
istrations of the priest's office for eleven years. 
It could not be but astranger's voice sbould 
turn their thoughts back to those years of pa- 
tient labor and joyful zeal. In one sense it 
was bard to succeed such a man and to try 
and gather up at once the broken threads of 
the pastoral relation. In another sense it was 
delightful, for such a long pastorate must 
bave bad its effect in leading the congregation 
to realize the trust and love which were needed 
to make @ priest's work a holy joy. Beginning 
life together as a priest and people, be hoped 
that all would so realize the issues involved, so 
toilow the divine voice, so be faithful and ten- 
der to one another that they would not fear to 
render an account of their stewardship in the 
great day of the final judgment. 

BLACKWELL ON JONES, 

The Rev. C. S. Blackwell of St. Louis preached 
last evening at the Central Christian Cuuron, 
corner of East Twenty-fifih street and Indi- 
ana avenue. Before beginning his sermon he 
spoke briefly on The Secret of Sam Jones’ 
Success. He said that be bad worked with 
Mr. Jones in St. Louis for one month, and that, 
in view of the fact that the latter was at pres- 
ent laboring in Chicago, he considered that a 
afew words about him would not be out of 
place. The speaker said that Sam Jones does 
not labor argumentatively with a community, 
either by Scriptural or logical deduction—hbe 
only speaks to them about those things they 
know.

You pay as 
much in taxes caused by strong drink 
as you pay to we church. What is 
it that breaks down our Sabbaths and 
our Sunday laws and gives our cities over to 
the domination of the depraved and criminal 
classes? What is it that is taking political 
power from the hands of those who love God 
and righteousness and making ours a Govern- 
ment of baliot-box stuffers? The answer is, 
the liquor traffic. Your right to vote is taken 
way when you allow asaioon bummer to stuff 
two votes into a box o vote in two 
precincts the same day. We are 
not yet awake to the fact that our 
liberties are being stolen from us. Liberties 
for which the fathers fought, for which Wasb- 
ius ton toiled and Lincoln died, are the sport 
and playthings of the vilest meu that ever pol- 
luted the soil of freedom—men who corrupt the 
purity of the suffrage—and these men are the 
tools of the gin-milis. The drink babit is the 
great thief and destroyer of property. The un- 
natural appetite for alcoholic poison has de- 
come the great National robber. The su- 
preme effort of the liquor-dealer of today 
is to corrupt our children and youth. Hundreds 
of boys from the Sabbath-schools of Chicago 
bave been enticed into the way of death by 
those whose interest and business it is to cre- 
ate and foster an appetite for alcobolic poison. 
The diAbolical business of making drunkards 
of chiidren is the pastime of the American 
Jiquor-dealer except where the sword of the 
law is lifted above bis head by the strong arm 
of the Citizens’ League. The evil pass 
tbe hearts of the dissolute and lawb 
every kind are stimulated by thirteen 
open saloons in this eity.“ 

Addresses were delivered by C. C. Bonney, 
President of the league. Col. L. R. Dudley. the 
Rev. Mr. Cook uf Boston, and Andrew Paxton. 
Mr. Bonney said that the scope of the league 
was somewhat wider than to root out the evils 
occasioned by drunkenness. There were other 
evils that needed looking after, not the least 
among which were the evils consequent upon 
strikes and labor troubles, This was a land 
of liberty to all, for the workingman as well as 
the capitalist; but that liberty enjoyed by both 
alike was that alone which was accorded and 
protected mutuaily by the laws of the land. 
Victor Hugo, in a speech before a labor meet- 
ing in France some years ago, had predicted 
that at the beginning of the twentieth century 
there would be a revolution in the system of 
dealing between capital and labor, and that the 
agitation to bring about this revolution 
would not be unaccom pac ied by 
menacing demonstrations. The twentieth 
century was near at band, and the signs of the 
times did not indicate that the prophecy would 
be entirely unfulfilled. He hoped that at no 
distant Guy the great question between capital 
and labor would be justly and equitabiy ad- 
justed by legisiation.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The financiai situation is pretty well epit- 
omized by, the quotation of United States 4 
per cent bonds at 127) m New York Satur- 
day. This is the highest price ever reached. 
In 1879, when these securities, estimated on 
a purely mathematical basis, were worth 
more than they are now because they had a 
longer time to run, they sold below par. The 
present quotation means cheap money; 
scarcity of new securities of the best type; 
the reduction of the National debt; the needs 
of the banks, and the high credit of the Gov- 
ernment. The Immediate cause of the ad- 
vance was no doubt the determination of the 
Treasury Department to continue calling the 3 
per cents and the evident desire of a large 
number of the ‘Congressmen to have 
that policy so extended as to use up all the 
surplus at the command of the Government. 
The National banks must have a certain 
quantity of United States bonds, If the 3s 
are called, they must take some other class, 
and the 4s are most available for their pur- 
pose. There are many other Investors, such 
as managers of trust funds, who are con- 
stantly being driven from the 8s to the 4s. 
As for the money market, there is no likeli- 
hood ef any immediate relaxation of the 
pressure of funds on the best investment 
securities. Even if there should be an ad- 
vance in rates in this country, the capital of 


Europe would eontinue to be felt. For two 
or three years it was the fashion of the En- 


glish to send back our stocks and bonds, but 
the disposition now is to bug, and any de- 


cline in prices would lead to new purehases. 
The latest statements of the New York banks 


indicate a freer use of funds, mainly for 
financial and specalative purposes, and the 
exports of gold, so far as they have gone, 
tend to strengthen the market; but neither of 
these influences has yet had much effect on 
rates, 
On this cheap money is largely based the 
confidence of the bull manipulators of the 
stock market. They believe that under pres- 
ent conditions their power is almost unlimit- 
ed irrespective of the real value of the stocks 
they handle. The Drexel-Morgan syndicate 
and the sanguine Mr. Gowen are able to bor- 
ruw very cheaply, and aside from the merits 
of their schemes they have a great following 
who buy stocks because they do not know 
what.else to do with their money. But a 
stock market that rests on such an unstable 
foundation is obviously a treacherous one, 
and outsiders who operate in it need to have 
a vivid sense of its dangers. It is likely to 
be two or three years before the plans of the 
Drexel-Morgan syndicate can be carried out, 
if at all, and yet many people are operating 
in the market as if it were a question of a 


few weeks. Outside the immediate range of | 


these manipulations rallroad affairs are in 
such shape that under ordinary circums 
prices would be very much depressed. I 
known that many of the best railroad men 
are parting with their stocks in the expecta- 
tion that the quarrels now in progress will 
result disastrously. The rupture of the 
transcontinental pool opens an opportunity 
for competition to do its worst, and the 
temptation of the trunk lines to further cut 
rates as the time for inland navigation ap- 
proaches will probably be toostrong to resist. 
The through business of these roads makes 
a poor showing, though their local trade is 
better than last year, and it may be said of 
the railroads of the country in general that 
they are doing well on their local traffic. 

Distributors of merchandise report that 
business in most parts of the country is at 
least as good as it was last year at this time, 
and begin to observe the ‘first movements of 
the spring trade. Prices are generally 
steady. Cotton goods are in some cases 
higher, but mainly in consequence of the ex- 
pected advance in labor. The raw material 
is as much of a drug in the market as ever. 
The demand for cotton in this country and 
Europe is at a low ebb. Iron is fairly steady 
in price, and the consumption of coal is on 
the increase. As for wheat, it is uncertain 
how large a proportion of the recently re- 
ported exports was genuine, but there 
seems to be no doubt that there is a better 
demand for doth wheat and flour. Labor 
troubles are a prominent feature of the situa- 
tion in almost every sort of industry, but in 
many recent instances employers have 
yielded, which is evidence of an improve- 
ment in the prospects of their business. 


THE END OF THE BOODLE GANG. 
The Republicans of Ohio are making rapid 
work in smashing up the boodle gang. The 
House and Senate Committees have exposed 
to the light of day every detail of the infa- 
thous conspiracy by which the Republican 
majority in Hamilton County was wiped out. 
They have ousted the. frauds who sought to 
steal seats in the House, and they are in a 
fair way to bounce the four frauds who have 
temporarily“ occupied seats in the Senate, 
„ which they themselves acknowledge are 
Stolen. They have .compelied Dalton, the 
Hamilton County Clerk, to produce the 
forged returns, They have exposed the cor- 
rupt manner in which Standard-Oil Payne 
bought his way into the Senate. They have 
unearthed the dishonest Democratic manage- 
ment of county institutions and made it so 
hot for the scoundrels that they havv left thie 
State and are in hiding. They have passed 
an election bill which takes the elections out 
of the hands of the thugs and thieves, and 
which, it is to be hoped, will make it pos- 
sible for the will of the people to be legally 
and peacefully 1 polls. Last, 
but not least, the Su Court has sus- 
tained Gov. Foraker in his removal of the 
Police Commission. .

‘The corrupt raseals engaged in 
the business should be- brought to Justice. 


A PUBLIC SCANDAL, 

The Grant Monument Fund Association of 
New York has not only falled of the purpose 
for which it was orgahized —namely: the col- 
lection of a million dollars to be applied to 
the erection of a monument to the memory of 
Gen. Grant at Riverside Park— but it has 
been compelled to make the humiliating pub- 
lic confession of its failure, Worse than 
this, if all reports be true, it has turned the 
object of its organization into a political 
channel, and rumor is busy with charges that 
the association has been used for schemes 
of personal advantage. Thus the movement 
which was begun so famboyantly by the 600 
millionaires bids fair to end in a _ public 
scandal. 

It will not be forgotten that these 600 men, 
representing the wealth of New York City, 
immediately after death of Gen. Grant 
formed themselves ifio an organization for 
the erection of a monument. In defiance of 
the proptieties of the occasion, they had se- 
cured a public pleasure park as the site of his 
grave. Without sabdscribing a cent them- 
selves, they went before the country and 
asked it for a million of dollars, They el- 
bowed one side the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, which wished to build-a National 
monument, and could have collected a hand- 
some amount all over the country, and os- 
tentatiously announced themselves as having 
sole charge of the National monument. They 
made their appeal to the country, but the 
country did not respond—first, because it did 
not look upon New York City as the proper 
place for the monument, and, second, because 
it wanted to see what the millionaires them- 
selves were going to give and how much 
money the city would raise. As New York 
had never erected a monument to a Union 
soldier, the country was a little suspicious 
of the cheap and glib patriotism with which 
the committee bad flooded it. 

Nearly a year has elapsed, and now a little 
handful of the 600 milHonaires meet and 
vote their organization defunct. It is under- 


stood that a new one will be built upon its 


ruins, and that the $115,000 collected will be 
handed over to it. It is highly probable that 
the new. organization will follow in the tracks 
of the old one, which not only appealed to 
the people but to the State Legislature and to 
Congress for help. So far as the people are 
concerned the new association will have the 
same experience as the old. The people do 
not want the National monument in River- 
side Park, and will not subscribe towards it. 
If the State Legislature is disposed to come 
to their relief that is a matter which copcerns 
New York people alone. The bill which has 
been offered in Congress will never be 
passed with the consent of the country, even 
though it contains the condition that the as- 
sociation shall raise a quarter of a million be- 
fore the Other three-quarters are appropriated 
from the Public Treasury. The other bill

MERCUANT OR AGENT, WHICH? 

It is probable that the Board of Trade of 
this city will ere long find itself called upon 
to solve a new problem—one of vital interest 
to itself as an organization and involving a 
definition of membership. The question will 
put itself into a shape something like this: 
A member receives a speculative order from 
a party outside who wishes to buy or sell a 
named quantity of grain or provisions atya 
price named. Has the member a right to fill 


that order on his own books without buying 


from or selling to 4 fellow member? In 
other words, is he entitled to respond to the 
order as a merchant or must he confine him- 


self strictly to the réle of commission mer- 


chant (agent for his customer)? 

1 The question necessarily arises out of con- 
ditions that already exist. There is a good 
deal of quiet grumbling among members who 
find that the receipt of orders to buy or sell 
does not always lead to transactions on 
Change, though the orders may be entered 
on the books of the firm as having been 
filled, No observant man on the floor can 
fail to notice the fact that some so-called 
prominent“ firms are more conspicuous 
for the business they do not transact than 
for that they actually doin the pits, except 
as they help to open and close the markets. 


It isshrewdly guessed that their activity 


is displayed for purpose of helping 
to establish the figures at which they shall 
set down the res made to the orders of 


customer The argument that this is a 
false business method is a very cogent one to 


the many brokers who see in ‘it u loss of com-

The risk- 
mess of the thing is so self-evident that one 
might think nobody would be foolish enough 
to send an order toa bucket-shop trader if 
it were not known that there have been many 
such donkeys in the world, and that mankind 
is not very much wiser now than it was afew 
years ago, when the alley raked ip mill- 
ions of dollars which the people did not dare 
to trust to the savings-banks. There can be 
no doubt, however, that a large proportion of 
the men who think they trade on Change 
through agents would drop them Iike a hot 
potato if they thought they were patronizing 
a bocket-shop, even though the institution 
had attained to the distinction of ‘‘ owning a 
private wire.” Present indications are that 
some of these men will take measures for 
surveying a dividing dine themselves if the 
board does not undertake the responsibility 
of fencing off the goats, so that there will be 
little danger of their being mistaken for 
sheep by the lambs who want to increase 
their pile by speculating on Change. 


RAIDING THE CITY TREASURY. 

Acting apparently on the suggestion made 
by Mr. Harrison on the occasion of the 
resignation of Mr. Cregier, the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Common Council has recom- 
mended an increase in the Mayor’s salary 
from $5,000 to $7,000. The Aldermen vot- 
Ing this increase have apparently come to 
the conclusion that if the Mayor is to be paid 
40 per cent more this year than he was paid 
last year their own particular friends.in the 
various departments ought to have their sal- 
aries- increased also. At the meeting of the 
Council Friday the Aldermanic spoilsmen 
began takug care of their friends.“ Mo- 
tions to increase the official salaries rained on 
the Chairman. Some of them prevailed; 
others failed for the time being, but 
they will undoubtedly be renewed. The 
elections are close at hand, and the 
Aldermanic benchmen will want addi- 
tional cash to spend, The annual Alder- 
manic raid on the public treasury has 
commenced. The Mayor may not cafe much 
about the increased salary. He does not 
need the $2,000 to pay the expenses of the 
contest,“ as Hildreth suggested, for, as Ald. 
Wetherell remarked, that came out of the 
general fund.” The increase is doubtless 
intended to give the Mayor a chance to send 
in a self-glorifying veto. But the proposi- 
tion to increase has had a demoralizing effect 
on the City Council,. 

The spoilsmen will not be content with 
raising salaries. They will insist on creating 
new offices and in making appropriations in 
the interest of jobbery. Already a proposi- 
tion has been adopted for doubling the cleri- 
cal force in the City Collector’s office. Addi- 
tions are proposed for the other departments. 
The Finance Committee has recommended 
an increase of $56,000 for the street-cleaning 
job, though there will be no Mayoraity elec- 
tion this year, and so many workers will 
not have to be employed election-day in the 
ag and Ninth Wards as were employed 
last year, The must intelligent and conserva- 
tive members of the Council have denounced 
the street-cleaning job as a swindle. Perhaps 
that is. why the increase of. the appropria- 
tion is advocated; The annual raid for via- 
ducts has also begun. It is proposed to spend 
u large sum of money in building struct- 
ures which, if the Aldermen had done 
their duty, it would be the province of 
the railroad companies to build. The Coun- 
cil has but fairly entered upon consider- 
ation of the appropriation bill, but it is al- 
ready giving the public an indication of its 
spirit. ‘There is no doubt at all that the full 
limit of taxation will be reached. That is to 
be expected. But if the people have to pay 
taxes they would prefer to have the money 
spent in necessary public improveinents— ſor 
new bridges. and in the repairing of the old 
ones, for necessary additions to the Fire De- 
partment, for additional sewers, for improv- 
ing the water system, and for many other de- 
siruble, if not absolutely essential, i 
ments. There is little chance for the 
manic spollsmen to make money out o 
things, hence the monéy is to be expend 
another way. 

This annual raid on the public treasury 
will be kept up as long as a majority of 
the Aldermen are professional politicians 
of small calibre and no conscience. The new 
Election law will enable the people to retire 
some of them this spring. 


Tux brewers and grain-dealers of Milwan- 
kee are wakening up on the subject of bar- 
ley bleaching. Not less than twenty-three 
mills are in operation in the one State of 
Wisconsin, mostiy in the vicinity of the 
commercial capital, in improving the appear- 
ance of barley without bettering its quality. 
The fumes of sulphur are understood to be 
employed in the process, which takes out the 
dark stain that stamps the grain as low 
grade. dnd makes it of a bright straw color. 


‘The color“ is not now a matter of so much 


consequence in the brewery as it used to be, 
when no one knew how to make good bright 
beer from poor colored barley; but the 
cheat evidentiy pays yet, or it would 
not be practiced so extensively. There 
is a State law: which prescribes a 
penalty of $50 for each and every time that 
an individual is proved to have been guilty 
of the fraud, but no one seems to have taken 
enough interest in the matter to - prosecute. 
The proprietors of these mills are good pa- 
trons of the market in Milwaukee, buying up 
all the poor stuff that would otherwise find 
very slow sale, and they have hitherto avoid- 
ed the active opposition of the brewers of 
that city by sending the product out of the 
State. Some of it hag been off for sale 
here, in spite of the fact we have rascals 
enough in our midst, and all the machines 
used in Wisconsin are said to have been 
made in Chicago. Perhaps the trouble is

Lordo. Feb. 28.— [Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
die to The Trwune. Under a strong social 
pressure the Queen's Proctor has undertakes 
to latervene in the Crawford-Dilke case. 
The strength of the evidenve which bas 
been placed at bis disposal by Crawford's 
solicitor will re@ove all danger that 
a divorce can be secured by collusion through 
the confession of one of the parties. The gen-

TWO FACTIONS CHAFFING ONE ANOTIIER, 
The proceedings of the House were constantly 
enlivened by the uncivil war waged between 
the Urangemén und the Parnellites. The Orange 
group are a lively set; they enter the arena 


like young colts, plunging and Kicking’ all 


round, and frequently come to grief at 
question time. They organizea a daily 
Manx of outreges with responses, 
evidently modeied on church proced- 
ure. Maj. Saunderson gets up and asks 
about the woes of atoycotied widow, as told 
in a letter written in an Orange paper.

Then 
Col. Warring, one of the Orange leaders who 
affect the miiitia, comes to the rescue with the 
notice of some offensive and disoraeriy ques- 
tion. The Parneliites cap these questions with 
others still more offensive, and then Sexton or 
O'Connor will appeal to the Chair if the Orange 
questions are not disorderly and inadmissibie. 
The Speaker thereupon riees and censures the 
overardent patriot from Ulster, amid the leers 
and jibes of the Parneliites. The Radicals 
are bowled over on unaccustomed points 
of order and the Orangemen gradually 
subside; but the next day up they 
come, smiling; ahd the Sonilict is renewed, the 
new meu gradually getting to know the rules 
ef debate and thereby becoming more formi- 
dable. A wordy war between the Orangemen 
and the Paraellites is carried on in good tem- 
per, both sides taking bard knocks philo- 
sophicaliy and enjoying a good hit, whoever 
makes it. Nothing like the intense bitterness 
of the struggie between the English Liberals 
and the Parneilites during the Forster régime 
has yet appeared in spite of the wild 
talk about lining the bedges with rifie- 
men and repeating the giories of Boyne, 


Since the Orange party appeared in the 


House English opinion bas visibly inclined to- 
wards the Parneliites. Tbe narrow bigotry and 
political intolerance of the Orangemen have 
aroused aievling of aversion among.

The week's Irish business closed with un ex- 
traordinary scene of fraternization between 
the Orange group and the Parnellites.

Wasnmmarox, D. C., Feb. 28.— Representative 
Woodburn of Nevada will tomorrow introduce 
in the House an Anti-Poiygamy bill which bas 
received the approval of prominent Gentiles 
in Utah and has been submitted to members 
of the Judiciary Committee of both Houses of 
Congress: In its preambie it recites that the 
United States statutes probibit and provide for 
the punishment of bigamy, polygamy, and un- 
lawful cohabitation in the Territories, and for 
the disqualification of persons guilty of such 


act of giving aid, counsel, advice, or encour 
agement, and thereby procuring the commis- 
sion of such offenses, should be made a crime 
punishable with equal severity; that there ex- 
iste in Uta a sect which in its oreed bolds as 
one of its fundamenial principles and asa 
sacramental rite the duty of its members to 
practice unlawful cobabitation; that the bigh 
priests, leaders, and members thereof, claiming 
to be inspired by and acting in obedience to 
authority superior to the United Srates, do 
openly and pubitely counsel, advise, and com- 
mand the members of said sect to commit said 
offenses in open and professed defiance and 
contempt of the laws of the United States, and 
by reason Of such counsel, advice, and com- 
mand many thousands of the members of 
egid sect have been induced to commit said 
offenses and are now cobabiting with a piu- 


escape punishment for said offenses by secté 
intrigue and the various coffupt influences 
which the possession of political majorities en- 
abies the leaders of said sect to exercise, all of 
which brings the laws and authority of the 
United States into disgrace and contempt and 
renders the same of no offect, 

The bili is as follows: 

Sud. I. That no person who shall hereafter, di- 
rectiy or indirectly, counsel, encourage, or advise 
Oth ors to marry, have, consort, or cohabit with any

consort, or cubabit with more than one woman at 
one and the same time; and that lam oot es mem- 
ber and do not contribute to the support of any 


sels, encourages, Or permits any of ite members to 
marry. have consort, or cohabit with more than 
one woman at one and the same time under any 
form, name, Or pretense whatever.
